Again  I have  to  ackno?\r ledge  the  ever-ready  help  and 
encom-agement  afforded  me  by  the  Council  and  their  Chief 
Officers,  The  Staff  of  the  Department  have  continued 

to  give  me  their  loj^-al  and  energetic  support, 

^ In  giving  the  Report  for  1949;  I had  to  report  that 
Gelligaer  sho\/ed  the  highest  Infantile  Mortality  of  any 
District  in  Glam.organ,  for  1946,  the  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  is  still  high,  but  it  shows  a very  welcome  diminution. 

The  appointment  of  an  additional  Health  Visitor  has  enabled  the 
Department  to  give  greater  attention  to  the  Expectant  Mother 
and  her  Child, 

In  my  Report  for  1949?  I stated  that  there  v/ore  no  deaths 
from  Diphtheria,  at  the  isolation  Hospital,  during  the  year. 

It  is  a great  pleasure  to  make  the  same  statement  concerning 
1946.^  The  greater  part  of  the  child  population  has  been 
immunized  against  this  disease , The  effect  of  immunization  is 
being  seen;  we  can  coiniidentlj''  continue  our  efforts  in  this 
direction. 

During  1946,  the  first  substantial  contribution  ?/as  made 
towards  solving  the  Housing  problem. 

In  the  village  of  Gelligaer,  100  Prefabricated  Bungalows 
v/ere  coEiplete d,  and  occupied  by  tenants  selected  by  the  House 
Letting  Sub-Committee , These  bungalows,  erected  upon  a very 
pleasant  site,  are  the  first  moiety  of  the  Council’s  Housing 
programme.  They  have  been  the  means  of  affording  comfort  and 
happiness  to  small  families,

This  is  a rate  of  34  per  1^000  live  births j w'hich  is  a 
considerable  improvement  on  the  figure  for  1 943  - which  was 
94  per  1^000  live  births. 


The  figure  for  Bngland  and  Yvales  is  43?  for  the 
Adm-inistrative  County  of  Glamorgan  it  is  43?  so  while  v\re  are 
glad  to  record  an  improvement  in  the  District?  the  position 
is  still  far  from  satisfactory. 


Of  the  infants  who  died  ~ 18  were  less  than  1 month  old? 
while  23  were  between  1 month  and  1 year.  20  died  in 
hospital?  and  23  died  at  home , 

Of  those  dying  beforo  the  ago  of  1 months  9 were 
premature?  3 were  imperfectly  developed,  and  3 suffered  birth 
injuries. 

Of  those  dying  between  the  age  of  1 month  and  1 year?  20 
died  of  Infections  such  as  Broncho  Pneumonia  and  Gastro  * 
Enteritis . 

Prom  time  to  time?  infants  suffering  from  Pneumonia 
have  been  admitted  to  the  Council’s  Isolation  Hospital?  and 
have  been  successfully  treated..  It  is  desirable  that  beds 
be  made  available?  not  only  for  the  treatment  of  Pneumonia? 
but  also  the  for  the  treatment  of  Gastro  Enteritis. 


The  treatment  of  Gastro  Enteritis  is  difficult  because 
of  the  liability  of  the  infection  to  spread  to  other 
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childreiio  Adequate  staffing  and  equipment  is  necessary 
before  admitting  patients. 

In  considering  Infantile  Mortality  - especially  ITeo-lIatal 
Mortality  - the  influence  of  Maternal  Health  is  important. 

One  fact  which  is  perturbing  is  the  small  consumption  of 
Cod  Liver  Oil,  Orange  Juice  and  Yitamin  Supplements  by 
Expectant  Mothers  and  Infants  in  the  Gelligaer  Area. 

The  ^consumption  of  these  products  in  our  Area  is  only 
about  30^0  of  ■'^vhat  it  should  be  ,

In  the  first  place  ^ an  additional  Health  Visitor  ¥/as 
appointed  in  the  person  of  Miss  Margaret  Daniel^  \iho  commenced 
duty  in  May.

At  the  same  time,  Dr.  P.  R.  Garfield  Evans  intimated  that 
she  could  not  attend  all  the  additional  Clinic  sessions  and 
would  prefer  to  devote  her  time  to  Ante  Natal  work.  The 
Council  appointed  Dr.  Elizabeth  G,  Jenkins  of  Trelewis,  to 
assist  in  the  work. 


Dr.  Evans  attends  the  Ante  Batal  Clinics.  Dr,  Jenkins 
attends  some  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 

Additional  Ante  Natal  Sessions  were  arranged  in 
Pontlottyn  and  Pengam. 

Additional  Clinics  were  opened  in  Brithdir  and  Trenewydd. 

These  ne?/  arrangements  have  given  a better  clinic  service 
to  the  area,  while  the  increase  in  Health  Visiting  Staff  gives 
each  Health  Visitor  a smaller  district  and  greater  opportunity 
to  visit  and  advise  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  and  to 
watch  the  progress  of  infants  and  toddlers. 
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Towards  tiie  ond  of  the  yGar^  a Home  Help  Scheme  was 
inaugurated.  Nine  Home  Helps  Yvere  appointed.  In  making 
the  appointments^  consideration  was  given  - not  only  to  the 
suitability ^of  the  appointed  person  - but  also  to  the 
necessity  or  locating  a Home  Help  in  all  parts  of  the  area. 

This  was  successfully  accomplished.  Our  experience  of 
the  Sorvice  is  small^  as  yet. 

Unfortunately^  many  mothers  who  seek  hospital  admission 
do  so  because  of  lack  of  accommodation  at  home^  the  Home  Help 
Service  cannot  be  of  assistance  to  them.

The  need  and  the  desire  for  hospital  confinement  is  as 
great  as  ever,  but  the  iacilities  are  not  equal  to  the  demand. 

During  the  year,  the  County  Council  opened.  Glyncornel 
Maternity  Home,  as  an  Annexe  to  the  LlY\rynypia  Hospital.  It 
IS  to^be  hoped  that  Y/hen  the  Maternity  Unit  at  the  County 
Hospital,  Church  Village,  is  opened  - greater  facilities  Yrill 
be  afxorded  the  residents  of  Gelligaer. 

-"t  is  Y/ell  GO  note  the  oft-reiterated  need  of  a Maternity 
Unit  in  the  Ehymney  Valley. 

iBe  year^  arreuigernents  were  completed  for 
the  investigation  01  the  Hh.  I'actor  in  Expectant  and  Nursing 
Mothers.  This  Factor  has  a bearing  on  Still  Birth  and  Neo 
Natal  Mortality,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  knoYrledge  gained 
from  this  investigation  wmll  be  the  means  of  saving  infant 
lives.

Clinics  are  of  value  - not  only  for  the  advice  and  treatment 
obtainable  there ^ but  also  because  the  atmosphere  of  the 
Clinic  stiDiulates  the  mothers  to  take  advantage  of  the 
available  services^  and  fosters  a healthy  pride  in  the 
appearance  and  progress  of  the  Infants, 

"Better  Healthy  the  official  journal  of  the  Central 
Council  for  Health  Hducation^  is  sold  at  the  Clinics ^ and 
continues  to  be  fairly  well  received. 

At  each  cliniCj  there  is  a Representative  of  the  Local 
Office  of  the  Ministry  of  Pood^  to  undertake  the  distribution 
of  Orange  Juice^  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Vitamin  supplements. 

The  Services  of  the  County  OrthoiDaedic^  Lentalj  Vision 
and  Tonsil  Clinics  continue  to  be  available  to  the  young 
children  of  th©  area. 

for  some  years,  Dr.  A,  G.  Watkins,  M,D.,  P.H,C,P,,  has 
been  Consultant  in  Children's  Diseases  to  the  Authority, 

During  1946,  17  children,  whose  progress  was  unsatisfe,ctory , 
were  referred  to  Dr.  Watkins. 

Care  of  Premature  Children , 

Whenever  possible,  an  immediate  visit  is  made  by  the 
Health  Visitor,  and  advise  given  regarding  the  special  care 
necessary.  Co-operation  between  the  Midv/ife  and  the  Health 
Visitor  is  maintained. 

In  addition,  a special  food  for  premature  and  delicate 
babies  is  kept  at  the  Health  Departm-ent,  and  is  immediately 
available  in  these  cases. 

This  food  has  been  very  successful,  and  is,  I think, 
responsible,  in  some  degree,  for  the  reduced  Infantile  Mortality, 
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During  the  year,  42  "births  were  notified^,  of  babies  who 
weighed  lbs.,  or  less  -

The  total  attendance  was  130?  as  against  118  in  1 943 • 

This  is  encouraging^  and  is  due ^ largely^  to  the 
increasing  support  given  b^''  the  local  midwives . 

Malpresentat ions  corrected  v/ere  7?  13  cases  were  referred 
to  hospital  or  maternity  home?  of  Y/hich  3 shov/cd  abnormally 
high  Blood  Treasure  and  toxaemia. 

Ystrad  M.ynach  Ante  ITatal  Clinic . 

This  clinic  is  held  only  once  a month.  It  is  novY  one  of 
the  busiest  Centres  in  the  area.  The  mothers  attend  very 
regularly  and  vYith  a full  attendance  at  each  session?  it  is 
difficult  to  give  adequate  supervision  of  the  pregnancies. 

The  number  on  the  Register  Y/as  117?  a-s  compared  with  97 
last  3^ear?  while  the  total  attendances  have  risen  from  230  to 

293.

By  Birthday  Card  and  visiting  bj’’  the  Health  Visitorsj 
parents  were  encouraged  to  bring  their  infants  to  the  Welfare 
Centres  to  receive  ti-eatment. 

I again  toured  the  district  in  the  Ambulance 5 to  mmmunize 
the  children  at  their  homes. 

In  addition,  the  parents  of  every  child  entering  school 
were  approached,  so  that  immunization  or  re -immunization  was

Staffing  difficulties  were  not  so  troublesome  during 
1946  as  during  the  previous  year. 

The  Council^  during  the  year^  adopted  the  RecomiTxendations 
of  the  National  Joint  Council  for  Hospital  and  Allied 
Institutions  for  non-nursing  personnel. 

The  Hushcliffe  Recommendations  for  Nursirjg  Staff  had  been 
adopted  when  they  were  issued. 

Din'ing  the  year,  external  painting  and  renovating  were 
carried  out,  I'hivS  was  a much  needed  "operation”  as  the 
Hospital  is  situated  on  an  exposed  site . 

As  the  Co^-'pcil  is  av/are  ^ Regulations  have  come  into 
operation  wh:.  o:-  define  the  staff  to  vrhom  the  title  "Nurse" 
can  be  given. 

Prom  the  opening  of  the  liospitalj  it  has  been  the  custom 
to  recruit  student  nurses  from  the  Gelligaer  Area.  They 
have  been  taught^  and  trained  in^  the  essentials  of  nursing, 
and  have  rendered  good  service  in  the  Hospital.  Under  the 
ncv\r  Regulations,  only  Approved  Hospitals  will  be  allowed  to 
engage  and  train  student  nurses.  As  our  hospital  does  not 
fulfil  the  requirements,  we  could  not  obtain  the  necessary 
approval.  Until  the  necessary  training  arrangements  are  put 
into  operation,  it  is  likely  that  staffing  difficulties  are 
going  to  be  expcrionced.
